A r t i s t i c O r n a m e n t * t u t O u t o f N u t t 
a n d T i n y F r u i t S t o n e « . 
The most curious objects which are 
m ade subjects of the carver's a rt in 
China are the various nuts and fruit 
stones. Among the latter class may be 
nam ed the stones o f the olive, plum, 
peach, cherry, and of the form er the 
most common are made upon the sheila 
of w alnuts and cocoa nuts. These seeds 
and nuts are collected w ith great care 
and carefully cleaned and dried before 
being taken to the carv er, who has an 
invariable standard o f size, proportion, 
weight, hardness, etc. W hen every de­ 
tail has been carried o ut to the sa tis­ 
faction of the artist a nut or seed is 
selected by the designer, who roughly 
traces upon Its 
surface an outline of 
the future picture. This is handed over 
to apprentices, who block out the d e­ 
sign by cutting through the ligenous 
tissue along’ the lines draw n. 
The 
crude carving Is again passed to the 
designer, who sketches a second and 
more intricate series of outlines, when 
it again goes forw ard to the subordi­ 
nates, who cut out the indicated chan­ 
nels. A fter this the designer gives the 
object its finishing touches, and the as 
sistauts prepare it for m arket by pol­ 
ishing, oiling and waxing the carvings. 
These nut and fruit stone carvings are 
shown in the shape of buttons, w atcb 
charm s, 
sleeve 
links, 
eanMngs 
and 
brooches. 
Collections of them strung 
on silver, copper or gold w ire are also 
used as bracelets, anklets, necklaces, 
rosaries and official ornam ents. 
The carvings represented upon these 
seed and nut ornam ents are frequently 
of a very high order of conception and 
display much of the carver’s clever­ 
ness and dexterity. 
The w riter has 
seen single cherry seeds upon which 
were plainly and artistically outlined a 
dragon, two crickets, a cornflower and 
a bunch of grapes. Ou the larger seeds 
and nuts are represented entire trees 
and their fruits and leaves, vines w ith 
leaves, flowers and vegetables attach ­ 
ed as well as buildings, bridges, tow ­ 
ers, tem ples and fences. 
Among the 
second group, which are usually com ­ 
posed principally of anim al figures, the 
horse, lion, tiger, elephant, camel and 
hull are most generally represented.— 
Exchange.

When Mr. Spies co u ld no t co n­ 
tinu e the battle against circu mstances 
after bis magnificent wago n facto ry 
was bu rned to the gro u nd in Sterling 
In 1883, he was left practically with­ 
o u t a cent o f mo ney and in this v icini­ 
ty ne had debts to the am o u nt o f 
abo u t *14,000.

witho u t

bitio n and u nrelenting energy , 
he^ 
pro mised his credito rs at th a t time
